Ev eryo ne Is familiar with the sto ry 
o f ho w Pharao h co mmanded his ta.sk- 
makers to increase the burdens laid 
o n the Israelites by withho lding fro m 
them the straw wherewith to make 
bricks, 
says

Mo nthly, and do ubtless many hav e 
Wo ndered wherein the hardship lay. 
By mo st peo ple, pro bably, the v iew has 
been held that the straw was added as 
a binding material, much as hair is 
used in the m o rtar; but such an ex­ 
planatio n is scarcely satisfying when 
It is remembered that the straw fiber 
Is a v ery weak o ne.

lay says in his “Chemistry in the Serv ­ 
ice o f Man” ; 
“Abo ut fo urteen years ago it was 
fo und by Dr. E. G. Acheso n, to who m 
we o we the disco v ery o f co rbo rurn$im 
and the pro cess o f making artificial 
graphite, that when clay is mixed with 
a dilute so lutio n o f tannin it beco mes 
much mo re plastic, and the strength 
o f the dried brick is, mo reo v er, great­ 
ly Increased. 
Altho ugh straw do es 
no t co ntain tnnnin It was fo und that 
when straw Is treated with water, the 
extract o btained has the same actio n 
o n clay as tnnnin lias, the plasticity o f 
the clay and the hardn ess o f the brick 
being greatly increased*”
